Whereas  it  is  necessary  to  remove  doubts  as  to  the 
validity  of  registration  of  documents  purporting  to  be  re- 
gistered in  certain  cantonmet  sub-districts  in  2[Punjab]  and 
whereas  the  previous  sanction  of  the  Governor-General 
under  sub-section  (3)  of  section  80- A of  the  Government 
of  India  Act  has  been  obtained  ; It  is  hereby  enacted  as 


follows  : — 

1.  (1)  This  Act  may  be  called  the  Punjab  Registra 

tion  Validating  Act,  1930. 

(2)  It  extends  to  3Punjab.

3.  In  particular  and  without  prejudice  to  . the  gene- 
rality of  acts  validated  by  the  foregoing  provision — 


(a)  all  documents  registered  by  registering  officers 
in  the  sub-disricts  aforesaid  during  the  periods 
specified  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  validly 
registered  on  the  dates  of  their  registration  ; 


(b)  all  entries  and  indexes  relating  to  the  docu- 
ments registered  as  aforesaid  made  in  the 
register-books  in  the  manner  provided  by  Part 
XI  of  the  Indian  Registration  Act,  1908'  shall 
be  deemed  to  have  been  validly  made  ; 


( c )  all  copies  of  such  registeted  documents  which 
have  been  duly  signed  and  sealed  by  the  regis- 
tering officers  aforesaid  in  the  manner  required 
by  section  57  of  the  Indian  Registration  Act, 
1908,  shall  be  admissible  for  the  purpose  of 
proving  the  contents  of  the  original  documents.
